Reports Indicate That Much 
Depends on Results of 
Year's Crop, 


OUTLOOK REGARDED 
AS MORE PROMISING 


Calgary Merchants Prepare 


for Increased Demand Since 
Oil Strike. 


New York, July 4.—Despatches to 
Dun’s Review from branch offices of 
R. G. Dun and company in leading 
trade centers for the week had been 
quiet as business was interrupted by 
the hollday and at some points by un- 
favorable weather, 

Montreal reports that wholesale trade 
was quiet on account of the holiday on 
Wednesday and that the situation is 
much the same as a week ago, Coplous 
ralns have been of great benefit to the 
surrounding country, which has been 
suffering from lack of moisture, The 
report In the movement of grain is very 
active but shipments of cheese con- 
tinue to show a decline up to the end 
of last week amounting to only 220,000 
boxes, as against 287,000 for the same 
perlod last year, 

There is not much activity at present 
at Quebec, but wholesalers consider the 
outlook encouraging and anticipate im- 
provement in the near future 

Trade at Toronto was interfered with 
by the elections and Dominion Day, and 
while the general feeling is undoubted- 
ly more hopeful the yolume of business 
being transacted Is still below normal, 
There has been a moderate sorting up 
business in dry goods, groceries and 
hardware, and {if the present prospect 
for good crops is realized, merchants 
expect considerable activity in general 
merchandise,

| WEED FIGHTING | 


In a letter in this issue Dominion 
Botanist Gussow very strongly empha- 
sizes the idea that in weed fighting it 
is extremely Important to act promptly 
when a new weed plant trespasses | 
upon the farm, He contends that the} 
old adage “A stitch in time saves nine” 
applies well to weed eradication. 

There is no question about it. Weeds 
are very seldom sown broadcast over 
any farm at the beginning. They are 
introduced as scattered individuals and 
may be well within the possibility of 
easy control or eradication for several | 
years. Hut in far to many cases they | 
escape attention entirely until they 
have taken aggressive hold. 

This is the month to scrutinize the 
fields for new weeds, and to eradicate 
every suspicious looking plant. But do 
more than that. Send a sample to the 
Dominion Botanist at Ottawa for iden- 
tification and advice, No farmer can 
afford to remain In ignorance regard- 
ing his weeds,

of the free nitrogen of the air (which 
to other plants is unavailable) in bulld- 
ing up the plant. As nitrogen is the 
element most likely to be present in 
insufficient’ quantities and since it is 
most valuable in building up plant and 
animal tissue, this is a very important 


asset. Hence a leguminous crop should 
be grown as often as possible in a 
rotation, Apart from the fact that 


legumes enrich the soil in nitrogen, 
some of them have deep feeding tap- 
roots, Which make use of the subsoil 
to a considerable depth for obtaining 


other plant food that may have reach- 
ed below the depth of ordinary plant 
roots. Then, when these roots decay, 
a large amount of these minerals and 
other elements are left in the top soil, 
which will now be of the very best tex- 
ture, 

Rotations are also very intimately re- 
lated to the weed problem. A crop of 
any kind always favors the growth of 
weeds whose habits are similar to its 
own, especially if the weeds ripen 
rather early and shed their seeds on 
the ground, From this we see that, 
on this account alone, it 1s most {m- 
portant not to grow one crop continu- 
ously. By means of a rotation, where 
crops of different habits follow one 


) another, this will not occur, and if a

SOME LESS COMMON GARFORD TRUCK 
DAMAGES 10 TIRES: 


Many Cuts Eliminated — by 
Keeping Rims True and 
Care in Application 


So much attention has been focused 
upon the common cuuse of tire injury 
that most motoriste are familler with 
the major abuses to which tires are 
subjected, such as under inflation, neg- 
lected cuts, running in car tracks,skid- 
ding tires misalignment of wheels, 
chaius, ete. 


However, there are many finer points | 


hot yet so well known that will ap- 


peal to the experienced motorist who} 


gves in for cars and tires with a view 

of cutting maintenance costs. 
Sometimes a hurridly Inserted flap 

will fold and 


the side wall to break, giving the ap- 
pearance of artm cut. A flap creased 
or folded In the case will resultin a 
Pinched or cut tube. It ig always well 
to insert flaps carefully, because no 
tire can be expected to render the ut- 
most service if this is not given the 
proper attention. 
Bent Flange Does Harm 

Another cause of damage is a bent 
side ring or flanze. The flange may be 
damaged by running the tire flat, by 
poundinng the rim) with a hammer 
when applying the tire, or the ring may 
have become “sprung” or warped out 
of shape by reason of long service or 
soft material in tts make-tp. 

Many motorists neglect to 
their side rings so that they point out- 
ward when straight side Ures are user. 

Naturally the tlre is cut when the 
clincher rim diss into the 
side wall of the tire. When Standard 
Universal Rims No. 2 or rims of a sim- 
lar type, with removable rings, are 
used, be sure that the rings point in- 
ward for clincher tires and outward 
for straight side tires, If one ring is 
fixed use a filler strip for a straight 
side tire, Better yet, change rims. 

Cllncher tires on straight side rims 
are bound to be cut or “hlow-off" the 
rim, The clincher Np flattens and 
sometimes results in injury 
repalr. 

This is termed “gum blowout” be- 
cause only the gum or rubber on the 
side of the case has blown out, the 
earcass or fabric remaining Intact. 
Unless one fully understands this con- 
dition {t would be difficult to make him 
belleve the tire is not at fault. Fabric 
{s porous and air will find the smallest 
recess. It somehow works through to 
the outer tread rubber and blows 
out at the polnt of least resistance 
which is naturally on the side of the 
case where the rubber ts thinest. This 
sometimes forms a large bubble or 
balloon on the side of the case before 
blowing snt. 

Repairs to an t{njury of this nature 
can be made easily, The punctnre in 
the tube must be cared for.

makes a decided increase in the cost of 
production and some manufacturers 
economise where thelr pinching will 
not be seen, but where probably {t will 
shew up quickest The difference of a 
ply of fabric often means the difference 
between a good and bad tire 

In addition to building a “carcass” 
of sufficient thickness to withstand all 
road strains, it is necessary to exercise 
care that no flaws shall silp by un- 
noticed. An inspector to every ten 
workers makes {t practically {mpos- 
sible for Inefficient work to bepassed. 

Before the “carcass” is sent Into the 
next department the beads are affixed. 
| By meana of the beads, clincher tires 
fare held to the rim 

Side walls and cushion of pure rub- 
tber next are added. Then comes the 
first cure by which the various parts 
are vulcanized together and made one. 

Pneumatic tires are cured Ih creat 
ovens resembling boilers, where they 
are subjected to live steary which 
quickly effects the vulcanizing process. 

Breaker strip and tread are then put 
on and after that the tire ls given its 
second cure.
